Many people boil eggs to their liking 
by placing the eggs in cold water, 
which is allowed to come to the boding 
point. 
One housekeeper at least uses 
th e sam e method for poached eggs, 
tak in g them from the almost boiling 
W ater perfect iv cooked. 


On Removing Stains. 
livery housekeeper should rem em ber 
that soap is an alkali and sots vege 
table aud other stains. 
T herefore all 
ataius should he removed before the 
Articles a re put in a w ashtub. 
The 
Kroner the stain i- treated the more 
readily it will yield to the treatm ent. 
Pour boiling w ater through fruit stains. 
W here obstinate, soak in a solution of 
oxalic acid. 
W ash vaseline stains in 
alcohol; paint in turpentine, kerosene 
or alcohol, varnish, in alcohol: gras.- 
or other green vegetable stains in al­ 
cohol, kerosene or molasses. 
For stains 
from blood, meat juice and w hite of 
egg use cold w ater. 
In the case of milk, cream, s -gar or 
unrip stains soak iii cold w ater and 
w ash with soap aud w ater. Tar. wheel 
grease or m achine oil stains should be 
rubbed with bird aud allowed to stand 
« few minutes. 
Then they should be 
w ashed with. soap anti cold w ater. Tea. 
co .Tee or cocoa stains should be re­ 
moved with oohing w ater; if obstinate, 
w ith a weak solution of exalt 
acid. 
line oxalic acid for iron rust spots, and 
for ink stains use lemon jib ce and salt; 
4 Ii en hang iii the sun. 
lf the ink does 
not disappear at tirst. repeat the op< ta 
A ton until it does. 
W hen oxalic a d d is 
used care m ust be taken that the att 
cie is thoroughly 
rinsed to remove 
every particle i f avid. 
When lioiling 
w a te r is used. - . r. .ch the .stained parts 
over lite ii i\\ , mal pour ab-olulely boil 
ing w a,cr from a eight until iii,* stain 
disappears. Ile car, fed that the boiling 
w a te r does not tota l, any silk embroil!

linked squash 
is 
a 
hom ely vegetable, but since most peo­ 
ple arc fond of sweet 
potatoes, 
of 
w hich favorite baked squash has all 
th e virtues and several others, 
tho 
old tune recipe for preparing it per­ 
fectly is revived. 
Choose hard H u b ­ 
bard squashes and cut or saw them 
in large pieces of uniform size. 
Take 
oui the seeds and bake in a moderately 
hot oven u n ti’ a fork can easily pene­ 
trate the pulp. 
Serve iii the shell with 
•alt and butter. 
Apple Meringue- Feel. core and slice 
ten or twelve good sized apples. 
Cook 
them with three ounces of sugar, two 
ounces of butter and the grated rind of 
a lent rn. 
Cook as dry as possible, ti.en 
beat them till smooth and form in a 
loaf shape. 
Cover with a meringue 
made with the whites of two eggs 
beaten till stiff, with two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar added to the* egg just be­ 
fore using. 
Hake iii a m oderate oven 
till a nice golden brown. 
For vc with 
a boiled custard sauce. 
Cream of Celery Soup—W ash twelve 
stalks of celery iii small pieces. 
Cut 
over the fire three cups of w ater and 
a s soon as it boils add the celery with 
a blade of mace and half an onion, and 
let it boil for half att hour. 
Then put 
through a puree sieve and add a pint 
o f milk, salt and white pepper and a 
thickening made by stirring a table­ 
spoonful of flour with a generous table­ 
spoonful of melted blitter. 
Let tho 
m ixture boil up once. add a cup o! 
cream and serve with croutons. 


LACK, boiling clouds were 
m assing in tho southw est, 
The soft, sweet, voluptuous 
breeze had been succeeded 
by an ominous calm.

gay music of most of the

‘‘susceptible to ocular dem onstration. 
I 
have seen a round ball of red, 
w hile or 
blue 
lightning apparently 
tw enty inches in diam eter, crush an 
oak ^ at least equal thickness into 
cord wood and kindling wood, and scat­ 
ter the fragm ents in every direction 
more than UM feet that is. they were 
distributed about the site of the tree 
in a circle over ‘Jim feet wide. 
I have 
known it ti* break otT the upper half of 
a tall pine about eighteen inches thick 
at that part 
and hurl the great, heavy 
top sixty feet from tile stump. 
Last 
sum m er five or six trees from fifty 
feet to ‘JOO y ard s apart, and most of the 
poles of a rural telephone line parallel 
with them for a distance of about a 
fin long. between Hot S p r i n g s and tilt* 
Ouachita, w ere struck simultaneously. 
it is thought, by one and the sam e dis­ 
charge. The aw ful crash was heard at

J. K. Stillington S terrett has w ritten 
an instructive article for the Illus­ 
trated lo n d o n News 
on the 
cave 
dwellers 
of 
Cappadocia. 
From 
an 
Am erican standpoint the article is in­ 
teresting because of the fact th a t there 
is 
an 
organization in this country 
known as the Colorado Cliff Dwellings 
Association, whose object is to protect 
and preserve the historical cliff dw ell­ 
ings In Colorado. 
It is in Cappadocia. Asia Minor. Mr. 
S terrett says, that th e real tw entieth 
century Troglodytes (eave dwellers) 
are to be found. 
T he whole cave 
dwelling 
region 
of 
Cappadocia, 
he 
says, is of volcanic formation, com­ 
posed of a deep layer of pum ice stone, 
tufa 
or 
peperine, overlaid iii som e 
places by rugged lava fields. 'Tile pum ­ 
ice or tu fa is of incredible thickness, 
but the overlaid layer of lava is com­ 
paratively thin, anti so ><>ft that it can 
be dug aw ay with the thum b nail. 
T he eaves are formed iii cones, ex­ 
tending in height from fifty to AUO feet. 
The tallest cones usually stand in the 
centre of an eroded valley. Mr. Sterrett 
.-a.vs. 
Many of them a re in process of 
disintegration, and in some the ex ter­ 
ior walls have been worn aw ay to such 
an extent th a t the inner cham bers are 
visible from the outside. Such exposed 
cham bers, if they Iii* fairly tow ard the 
sun, are used for drying grapes and 
other fruits. 
Mr. S terrett says there are easily DO,- 
000 of these cone eaves in Cappadocia. 
T he eaves w ere bored out w ith com­ 
paratively little trouble. One cham ber, 
tw enty - five feet long, thirteen feet 
broad and ten feet nigh, w as exca­ 
vated by a single w orkm an in the 
short space of thirty days. 
The cave dw ellers of Cappadocia 
have gone to some pains, Mr. S terrett 
says, to ornam ent and give an rrehi- 
tectural ami decorative * fleet to the 
ca v e s which they m ake their abode. 
Especially have they given free play 
to their architectural im agination in 
th e laying out of their churches, chap­ 
els and temples. 
Some elaborate ef­ 
fects have been produced. 
Mr. Sterrett give- nu entertaining de­ 
scription of the m anner iii which the 
abodes of the cave dw ellers of ('appt* 
doela have been laid out. 
Du entering 
the doorw ay .of any of these cone 
dwellings, he says, the visitor finds 
himself w ithin a spacious cham ber, 
about tho walls of which shelves and 
niches for tin* storage • I sm all house­ 
hold effects have been cut into the 
stone. 
The stairw a y s leading to the 
upper stories are like wells or rounded 
chim neys and tin* ascent 
from 
the 
lower to tl>^ upper stories is m ade by 
m eans of ladder hole- cut into the rock. 
T he floors betw een the stories are 
usually thick enough to sustain any 
weight that might he put Upon them, 
but occasionally the excavators mi-- 
calculated the thickness of 
a 
stone 
floor, w ith the result that they bad to 
cut out one ofty cham ber where they 
had intended to m ake two. 
As many a s nim* stories a re to be 
found in a single cone, Mr. S terrett 
says, but the usual num ber is two. 
three or four stories. 
T he num ber of 
stories can alw ays be indicated by the 
windows. 
The eave dw ellers utilize 
their 
w indows 
as 
dov * 
cotes 
for 
pigeons, h o sts of which flock to the 
places provided for them. T h e natives 
eat the eggs and flesh of the birds. 
Mr. S te T c tt contributes this com ­ 
ment on the habits of life of these 
modern cave dw ellers: 
"T he natives of this region are still. 
t«> all intents ami purposes. Troglo­ 
dytes, but if we leave out of considera­ 
tion the fact th a t their dwellings art 
at ’east partially under ground, they 
differ in 
habits aud cit st oms in no 
whit from the ordinary T urkish villa* 
w ith ordinary hum drum surroundings.* 
Mr. S terrett gives this description of 
some of th e modern cave dwellings; 
"Som etim es the front of the house is 
built of blocks of pumice stone, whih 
all the rest of the abode is su b terran ­ 
ean, the cone of cliff being used as at 
annex, but in most eases a modern 
dw elling is excavated, not in a cone, 
but in tin* face of the bluff, and thus 
becomes a cliff dwelling, properly so 
called. 
T his Is trite of th e business 
street of tin* town of I’rgtib, w here the 
front or facade opening on the street 
is the only room in the dwelling into 


hills and lofty pinnacles and they are 
all used in the background against 
which modern dw ellings are built. 
It 
may even happe n, as in the case of the 
palace or castle of FdJ, that the hon se 
of the owner of a vineyard is actually 
beneath the vineyard itself.” 
T he soil of the Troglodyte region is 
fertile and produces in abundance veg 
etables an d fruit. 
Apricots of superb 
quality are grow n there. 
Mr. S terrett 
says it has been asserted by one of tin* 
old traveler* th at th e Troglodyte re­ 
gion is th e original home of the apricot. 
“ G arden an d desert,” fa y s Mr. S te r­ 
rett, “are often close neighbors, for 
the reason th a t the garden flourishes 
w herever tile stone has rotted sniii- 
cirntly, 
w hereas 
the adjacent, but 
naked and unroll ell stone is the most 
b arren of deserts.” 
Many of the cones inhabited by the 
Troglodytes, 
Mr. 
S terrett says. 
are 
mere shells honeycombed w ith c h a m ­ 
bers. 
T here is one ancient castle th at 
is tilled from tUt* base to the pinnacle 
w ith cham bers.

Mr. Sterrett contributes an interest­ 
ing word or tw o about the places of 
w orship of the mo,tern cave dwellers 
of Cappadocia. 
lit the chapels, he 
says, tire still many paintings of ( ’.reek 
saints nam ed in the inscriptions. 
In the floors of som e of the chapels 
graves are cut and in som e o f them 
hum an sk eleto n s still may be seen. 
Iii 
fact. graves have been found freq u en t­ 
ly In the dwellings, and there are evi­ 
dences that the eave dw ellers lived in 
the sam e rooms with their pigeons and 
their dead. 
T h e d ate f f the origin of th e eave 
dw ellings of ( ’appadoeia is in doubt. 
They are ancient enough for Cicero to 
have made m ention of them , aud it h as 
been asserted th at the cone caves of 
Cappadocia w ere inhabited as early as 
UKK) II, (’.

J. E. Slilllngton Sterrett has written 


an Instructive article for the Illus- 
trated London News 
on the. 
cave 


dwellers 
of Cappadocia. 
From 
an 


American standpoint the article is In- 
teresting because of the fact that there 
is 
an 
organization In, this country 


known as the Colorado Cliff Dwellings 
Association, whose object is to protect 
and preserve the historical cliff dwell- 
ings in Colorado. 


It is in Cappadocia, Asia Minor, Mr. 


Sterrett says, that the real twentieth 
century Troglodytes (cave dwellers) 
are to be found. 
The whole cave 


dwelling region of Cappadocia, 
he 


says, is of volcanic formation, com- 
posed of a deep layer of pumice stone, 
tufa 
or 
peperlne, overlaid in some 


places by rugged lava ttelds. The pum- 
ice or tufa is of incredible thickness, 
but the overlaid layer of lava is com- 
paratively thin, and so soft that it can 
be dug away with the thumb nail. 


The caves are formed In cones, ex- 


tending In height from fifty to :iOO feet. 
The tallest cones usually stand in the 
centre of an eroded valley, Mr. Sterrett 
says. Many of them are in process of 
disintegration, and in some the exter- 
ior walls have been worn away to such 
an extent that the inner chambers are 
visible from the outside. Such exposed 
chambers, if they lie fairly toward tho 
sun, are used for drying grapes and 
other fruits. 


Mr. Sterrett says there are easily 50,- 


(MX) of these cone caves !n Cappadociu. 
The caves were bored out with com- 
paratively little trouble. One chamber, 
twenty - live feet long, thirteen feet 
broad and ten feet high, was exca- 
vated by a single workman in the 
short space of thirty days. 


The cave dwellers of Cappadoeia 


have gone to some pains, Mr. Sterrett 
says, to ornament and give an rrchi- 
lectural and decorative effect to the 
caves which they make their abode. 
Especially have they given free- play 
to their architectural imagination In 
the laying out of [heir churches, chap- 
els nnd temples. Some elaborate ef- 
fects have been produced. 
Mr. Sterrett gives an entertaining de- 
scription of the manner in which the 
abodes of the cave, dwellers of Cappa- 
docia have been laid out. On entering 
the doorway .of any of tlie.se cone 
dwellings, he says, the visitor finds 
himself within a spacious chamber, 
about the walls of which shelves ami 
niches for the storage >-t small house- 
hold effects have been cut Into the 
stone. 
The stairways leading to the 


upper stories are like wells or rounded 
chimneys and the ascent from the 
lower to th-- upper stories is made by 
means of jirtMer boles cut Into the rock. 


The floors between the stories are 


usually thick enough to sustain any 
weight that might be put upon them, 
but occasionally the excavators mis- 
calculated the thickness of 
a 
stone 


floor, with the result that they had to 
cut out one ol'ty chamber where they 
had intended to make two. 


As many as nine stories are to be 


found in a single cone. Mr. Sterrett 
says, bur the usual number is two, 
three or four stories. The number of 
stories can always be indicated by the 
windows. 
The cave dwellers utilize 


their 
windows as 
t'ovj cotes for 


pigeons, hosts of which flock to the 
places provided for them. The natives 
eat the eggs and flesh of the birds. 


Sir. Ste.-rett contributes this com- 


ment on the habits of life of these 
modern cave dwellers: 


"The natives of this region are still, 


to all intents nnd purposes, Troglo- 
dytes, but if we leave out of considera- 
tion the fact that their Dwellings are 
at 'east partially under ground, they 
differ in habits and customs in no 
whit from the ordinary Turkish villa* 
with ordinary humdrum surroundings." 


Mr. Sterrett gives this description of 


some of the modern cnve dwellings: 


"Sometimes the front of the house is 


built of blocks of pumice stone, while 
all the rest of the abode Is subterran- 
ean, the cone of cliff being used as an 
annex, but in most cases a modern 
dwelling is excavated, not In a cone, 
but in the face of the bluff, and thus 
becomes a cliff dwelling, properly so 
called. This is true of the business 
street of the town of Urgtib, where the 
front or facade opening on the street 
is tho only room In the dwelling into 
which the light comes. 
The other 


rooms are In midnight darkness all the 
year round. 
The owner of such an 


abode can extend his dwelling Indefi- 
nitely Into the bowels of the earth and 
no one need know aught of bis en- 
larged residence, a feature which is 
not without its advantages In a land 
where the wise man conceals the fact 
that he Is wealthy. The interior cham- 
bers arc used chiefly for granaries and 
storage. 
Even their chaff, which, ia 


made to take the place of our hay. is 
safely stowed away in these dry and 
'dark chambers. In passing along the 
int'ilu street of Urgub the superficial 
observer will not detect the. slightest 
Indication that he Is In the presence of 
Troglodyte dwellings, though he may 
quickly convince himself that such Ik 
the fact. The upland or plateau revel 
of this region abounds iu hummocks, 


hills and lofty pinnacles and they are 
all UMd In the background- against 
which modern dwellings are built. It 
may even happen, as in tbe case of the 
palace or castle of UdJ, that tbe house 
of the owner of a vineyard is actually 
beneath the vineyard itself." 


The .soil of the Troglodyte region is 


fertile and produces in abundance veg- 
etables and fruit. 
Apricots of superb 


quality are grown there. Mr. Sterrett 
says it has been asserted by one oC'tlre 
old travelers that the Troglodyte re- 
gion is the original home of the apricot. 


"Garden and desert," says Mr. Ster- 


rett, "are often close neighbors, for 
the reason that the garden flourishes 
wherever the stone has rotted 
RUfii- 


ciently, 
whereas 
the adjacent, but 


naked and unrotled stone Is the most 
barren of deserts." 


Many of the cones inhabited by the 


Troglodytes, Mr. Sterrett says, are 
mere shells honeycombed with cham- 
bers. There Is one ancient castle that 
is filled from the base to the pinnacle 
with chambers. 
* 


Mr. Sterrett contributes an interest- 


Ing wortl or two about the places of 
worship of the modern cave dwellers 
of Cappadoeia. 
In tbe chapels, he 


says, are still many paintings of Greek 
saints named in tbe inscriptions. 


In the floors of some of the chapels 


graves arc cut and in some of them 
human skeletons still may be seen. In 
fact, graves have been found frequent- 
ly in the dwellings, and there are evi- 
dences that the cave dwellers lived in 
the same rooms with their pigeons and 
their dead. 


The date rf the origin of the cave 


dwellings of Cappadocia is in doubt. 
They are ancient enough for Cicero to 
have made mention of them, and it has 
been assvrted that the cone- cr.ves of 
Cappadocia were inhabited as early as 
11)00 B. C.—Brooklyn Eagle.

J. It. Slilllngtou Sterrett has wrltlci 


an Instructive article for the Illus 
truted London News 
on tho 
cavt 


dwellers 
of Cappadocia. From 
ar 


American standpoint the article is In 
tcrestlng because of tho fact that there 
is 
an 
organization in this country 


known as the Colorado Cliff Dwellings 
Association, whose object is to protect 
and preserve the historical cliff dwell- 
ings in Colorado. 


It is in Cappadocia, Asia Minor, Mr 


Sterrctt says, that the real twentieth 
century Troglodytes 
(cave dwellers) 


are to be found. 
Tile whole cave 


dwelling region of Cappadocia, 
he 


says, is of volcanic formation, com- 
posed of a deep layer of pnnilce stone, 
tufa 
or 
peperlne, overlaid in some 


places by rugged lava fields. The puin 
Ice or tufa Is of incredible thickness, 
but the overlaid layer of lava is com 
puratlvely thin, and so soft that it can 
be dug awny with the thumb nail. 


The caves are formed In cones, ex- 


tending In height from fifty to ;JOO feet. 
The tallcs-t cones usually stand in the 
centre of an eroded valley, Mr. Sterrett 
sit.vs. Many of them are In process of 
disintegration, and in some the exter 
lor walls have been worn away to such 
an extent that the inner chambers arc 
visible from the outside. Such exposed 
chambers, If they lie fairly toward the 
sun, are used for drying grapes and 
other fruits. 


Mr. Steriwtt snys there are easily 50,- 


CMX) of these cone caves in Cappadocla. 
The caves were bored out with com- 
paratively little trouble. One chamber, 
twenty - five feet long, thirteen feet 
broad and ten feet high, was exca- 
vated by a single workman iu the 
short space of thirty days. 


The cave dwellers of Cuppadoeia 


have gone to some pains, Sir. Sterrett 
says, to ornament and give an rrehi- 
tectnral and decorative effect to tho 
eaves which they make their abode. 
Especially have they given free piny 
to their architectural imagination in 
the laying out of llielr churches, chap- 
els nnd temples. 
[Some elaborate ef- 


fects have been produced. 
Mr. Sterrett gives an entertaining de- 


scription of the manner ia which the 
abodes of tho cave, dwellers of Cappa- 
docia have been laid out. On entering 
the doorway ,of any of these COUP 
dwellings, he says, the visitor finds 
himself within n spacious chamber, 
about the walls of which shelves and 
niches for the storage cf, small house- 
hold effects have been cut Into the 
stone. 
The stairways leading to tho 


upper stories are like wells or rounded 
chimneys nnd the ascent from the 
lower to tb-- upper stories is made b.v 
means of imfrter boles cut Into the rock. 


The floors between the stories are 


usually thick enough to sustain any 
weight, that might be put upon them, 
but occasionally the excavators miv-- 
culciihited the thickness of 
a 
stone 


floor, with the result that they bad to 
cut out one ol'ty chamber where they 
hnd intended to make two. 


As many as nine stories are to be 


found in a single cone. Mr. Sterrett 
says, bur the usual number is two, 
three or four stories. The number of 
stories caii always be indicated by the 
windows. 
The cave dwellers utilize 


their 
windows as 
dovi cotes for 


pigeons, hosts of which flock to tho 
places provided for thorn. The natives 
eat the eggs and flesh of the birds, 


Sir. Stivrett contributes this com- 


ment on the habits of life of these 
modern cave dwellers: 


"The natives of this region are still, 


to all intents and purposes, Troglo- 
dytes, but if we leave out of considera- 
tion the fact that tholr I'.weilings are 
at 'east partially under ground, they 
differ in habits arid customs iu jio 
whit from the ordinary Turkish villa* 
with ordinary humdrum surroundings." 


Mr. Sterrett gives this description of 


some of the modern cave dwellings: 


"Sometimes tho front of the house Is 


built of blocks of pumice stone, while 
nil the rest of tho abode is subterran- 
ean, the cone of cliff being used as an 
annex, but in most cases a modern 
dwelling Is oxcavuted, not In a cone, 
but In tho face of the bluff, imd thus 
becomes a cliff dwelling, properly so 
called. This la true of the business 
street of tho town of TJrgub, where the 
front or facade opening on tho street 
Is tho only room In the dwelling Into 
which the light comes. 
The other 


rooms arc In midnight darkness all the 
year round. 
The owner of such an 


abode can extend his dwelling Indefi- 
nitely Into the bowels of the earth and 
no one need know aught of bis en- 
larged residence, a feature which is 
not •without its advantages In a land 
where the wise man conceals the fact 
that he is wealthy. The Interior cham- 
bers arc used chiefly for granaries and 
storage. 
Even their chaff, which is 


made to take tho place of our hay. is 
safely stowed away in these dry and 
dark chambers. In passing along the 
uar.ln street of Urgnh the superficial 
observer will not detect tho slightest 
Indication that he Is In the presence of 
Troglodyte dwellings, (hough he may 
quickly convince himself that such Ik 
the fact. The upland or plateau fevt-i 
of this region abounds iu hummocks, 


hills and lofty pinnacles and they ar 
all n*ed In the background- agalne 
which modern dwellings are built. I 
may even happen, as in the case of tli 
palace or castle of UdJ, that the houst 
of the owner of a vineyard ia actual)} 
beneath the vineyard Itself." 


The .soil of the Troglodyte region i 


fertile and produces In abundance veg 
otables and fruit. 
Apricots of super 


quality are grown there. Mr. Sterret 
says It has been asserted by one of th 
old travelers that the Troglodyte re 
giou is the original home of the apricot 


"Garden and desert," says Mr. Ster 


rett, "are 
often close neighbors, fo 


the reason that the garden flourishe 
wherever the stone has rotted sufil 
ciently, 
-whereas 
the adjacent, bn 


naked and unrolled stone Is tho inos 
barren of deserts." 


Many of the cones inhabited by th 


Troglodytes, Mr. Sterrctt says, are 
more shells honeycombed with chain 
bers. There is one ancient castle tint 
is filled from the base to the pluuaeli 
with chambers. 
* 


Mr. Sterrett contributes an interest- 


ing wortl or two about the places o 
worship of the modern cave dweller 
of Cappndocla. 
In the cluipels. he 


says, are still many paintings of CJreek 
saints mimed in tho inscriptions. 


Iu the floors of some of thy chapels 


graves aro cut and in some of then, 
human skeletons still may bs> seen. Ii 
fact, graves have been found frequent 
ly In the dwellings, and there are evi 
deuces that the cuve dwellers lived ii 
the same rooms with their pigeons ant' 
their dead. 


The date ff the origin of the cave 


dwellings of Cappadocia is in doubt 
They arc ancient cnuugh for Cicero to 
have made mention of them, and it has 
been assvrted that the cone- cr.vps ol 
Cappadocia were inhabited as early as 
11)00 B. C.—Brooklyn Eagle.
